It expresses the views of 


hundreds of Kentucky Kepulbicans: 


Tho Republicans will hold their con- 


vention next June IGth, at St. Louis, 
and wo will discuss that party first. 
As it now looks, there will be no fight 
made for President, for it seems that 
Mr. McKiuley will lead all the other 
candidates for that offlce. 
There may 


be one made for vice-President and 
over tho platform. 
"What Mr. McKin- 


ley's platform would bo, could he com- 
pose it himself, everybody could guess, 
for ho is charged with the writing of 
tho Ohio platform. 
But right there 


will tho fight be made. Ho would 
make only one issue, and that the high 
protective one. He would treat the 
finance question—gold and silver— 
us secondary; of not enough importance 
to make any fuss over. 
He woiild 


lonvo this question rest in statu quo. 
Our laws aud customs now on the 
statute books ho would consider suffi- 
cient for the next four years to come. 
In his views, the tariff increased would 
bo sufficient to heal all present evils 
and conditions. He might, however, 
fool himself 
;>bout the convention. 


The eastern, middle and northern states 
would want to pass a declaration on 
tho money question. They will de- 
mand a declaration plain and above 
board without any misconstruction for 
tho single gold standard. Congress may 
want to be endorsed in their action in 
the present session of the fifteen per 
cent, addition on all articles to the 
Wilson-Gorman tariff.

Mr. Cleveland advocated in his last 
message to congress, aud Tom Reed 
forced through tho house for him in a 
three hours' debate, and which was 
killed in the senate by adding a silver 
rider to it. 
That bill which was to 


retire all tho greenbacks and legal 
tender money, about §500,000,000 in- 
to three per cent bond, into 20 percent, 
and 50 per cent, bonds aud their multi- 
ples, so tho dear people could also have 
and look up bonds as well as the capi- 
talists and millionaires.

then have in this country—the legal 
tender five hundred millions locked up 
on interest-bearing bonds, tho gold 
going to Europe, and nothing left for 
tho clear people of this country but that 
confounded depreciated fifty-cent sil- 
ver dollar, in London's quotation. This 
may bo tho greatest fight at St. Louis. 
Besides this, thcro may bo another 
fight on the patched up fifteen per cent. 
addition to the Wilson tariff. When 
right before tho convention, when 
every body expected a Republican Pres- 
ident to bo elected, that same house 
abandoned the principle of protection 
upon which the party made several 
Presidential issues and wore successful 
in one, this same principle, 
they 


lowered to a temporary measure for 
revenue, abandoned as a principle like 
tho party had long ago abandoned the 
protection of the colored voter in the 
South.

nal, which is a great probability he will 
do, the Democrats will surely secede 
and join the other convention of silver- 
ites and Populists at St. Louis on the 
22(1 day of July next, and tho conse- 
quence will be a third ticket, and the 
Cleveland Democrats will then get the 
least electoral votes of the three parties. 
For their platform will be nothing 
more nor loss than tho Wilson tariff 
and the single gold standard, and the 
only issue between them and the Re- 
publicans will bo the tariff again.

But wo do know they 
would bo no moan foe tho Repiiblica.us 
will have to contend with. 
They 


will have fighting ground in 
the 


western Pacific, northwestern, and all 
tho southern states. In those states 
they would got also a great Republi- 
can vote, enough to carry most of 


the northern lakes to the ocean in case, 
of hostility from other nations , and a 
good, sufficient revenue tariff to pay as 
we go without issuing any more bonds, 
a tariff with a proviso to be.levied on 
American 
products including silver, 


in favor of American industries and 
American workman without creating 
or encouraging trusts and monopolies 
and destroy a trust now in existence. 
They would still carry more laboring 
men and Repulbicans with them. They 
would also, in all probability, add a 
plank to it for the govenrmnt to fore- 
close all liens on the Pacific and other 
railroads. This would be sufficient to 
give the Republicans some hustling to 
defeat them. 


If the third, or silver party, would 


leave off the name of free coinage party 
and would say only the silver party, 
that would free them of the prejudice 
the gold standard men have already 
created against them, that it is only 
for the benefit of the silver miners and 
not for the government's and the peo- 
ple's benefit; would claim the re-enact- 
ment of the Bland-Allison act or the 
government not to coin and buy less 
than $200,000,000 of silver per month 
at the present ratio and bullion weight 
of the silver dollar; also coin 
the 


seigniorage of $54,000,000 of bullion 
now 
stored in tho treasury vaults. 


Pay all public debts not specially made 
payable in gold with half silver and 
half gold. 
Redeem all paper money 


half in silver and half in gold. 
And 


if they want to take the banking busi- 
ness out of the functions of the govern- 
ment, named the national banking act 
to the effect that when a national bank 
wants to start in business and deposits 
§10,000 in legal tender it can have 
§10,000 national bank notes but no 
bonds; they to redeem the same half in 
gold and half in silver .by applying to 
the general government for it; if they 
should not have it with the privilege to 
reissue the same in order to keep up 
the circulation of the currency. 
The 


government, in order to get coin to 
make all duty payable in coin, also re- 
deem, half and half. This would create 
no new indebtedness only exchange one 
for the other, the government, as well 
as the national bank, being both re- 
sponsible to the people for the redemp- 
tion of the same in coin. This plan in 
itself would bring up silver gradually 
with 
gold. This would bring over 


more Republicans, as well as more now 
gold Democrats, and by so forming 
their platform they would become in- 
vincible and victorious. If they leave 
out all other nonsense, populistic ideas 
as well as other fanatical temperance 
and nativeistic or religious nonsense, 
they would be hard to beat, for they 
would then carry the greater part of 
the emigrated citizens and their off- 
springs wtih them also. 


We are here showing merely the fact 


that if the third party will act wise it 
would not be such an easy task for the 
Republicans to carry the Presidential 
election, and at the same time we wish 
to warn them, to beware and act wise 
at St. Louis and not enact a platform 
antagonistic to their past history, nor 
put another Reed on their ticket.

STATISTICS MAY ERR. 


Flguros Never Lie, But TJielr Bas)a May 


15o Fuulty. 


Figures may not lie, but on the basis 


of statistics may sometimes be very 
faulty. Commenting ou this limitation 
of the statistician's science, Carroll 17. 
Wright points out that, in the matter 
of crime, the number of sentences in a 
given state may vary with the legisla- 
tion. Laws are const-antJy being passed, 
Mr. Wright says, to raise moral delin- 
quencies to the grade of positive crimes, 
and then, after a tdme, such laws may 
be repealed, with the result of vitiating 
conclusions obtained by comparing' 
one year with another. This is illus- 
trated by the record of liquor legisla- 
tion iu connection with crimes. Pro- 
hibitory legislation seems uniformly to 
increase drunkenness, for the reason, 
in laa-g-e part, that it increases, if en- 
forced, the- number of convictions, A 
new class of stntiistJcs is called into ex- 
istence. It is to be noted also that, as 
a rule, the authorities of large cities 
are opposed to prohibitory laws, deem- 
ing licenses more rational or expedient. 
They are accordingly often led to en- 
force prohibitory laws with extreme 
rigor in order to make them odious and 
secure their repeal. With a license law 
they are lenient in making arrests of 
drunken persons. Thus it comes about 
that statistics seem to prove prohibition 
extremely prolific in crime, while, li- 
censes promote virtue. In any case, 
errors enter the record by reason of 
want of uniformity iu methods in vari- 
ous parts of a given state. This want 
of uniformity at a particular date is ex- 
ceeded by the variations between dif- 
ferent, dates. In recent years statistics 
are better kept thnn formerly, with the 
effect of. appearing to show on increase 
of crime. Hut appearances are deceptive 
in this case, Mr. Wright thinks. In 1880 
the number of convicts in penitentiaries 
was 37,538, or 709 to the million of popu- 
lation. In 1S90 the number of convicts 
wass 45,233, or 722 to the million of popu- 
lation.

DONALDSON IS GUILTY. 


So Said the Jury In Wednesday's Trial, 


But tbe Cane Will Be Carried Up to 


Higher Courts. 


- The jury in the trial of W. W. Don- 
aldson, charged in the mayor's court 
with building a house -without taking 
out the necessary permit, returned a 
verdict "Wednesday afternoon of guilty. 
The jury failed to agree upon a -Yerdict 
after being out half ah hour and vrere 
sent back by the mayor.
